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City Fathers ‘Adopt 
Budget For Year 


Menlo Park’s $14,178 budget for 
cperating the municipal govern- 
ment during the 1935-36 fiscal year 
was adopted at a special meeting o7 
the city council last Saturday night. 

Total anticipated expenditures 
from the general fund are set at 
$15.108 and from the street im- 
provement fund at $1,070. 

A tax rate of 45 cents on every 
$100 of assessed valuation is ex- 
pected to produce $7,770.90 in rev- 
enue for the genera lfund, figured 
on a total assessed valuation of 
$1.897.671. Business licenses, per- 
mits, bank interest and miscellane- 
ous charges are expected to yield 
an additional $5,573, bringing the 
total estimated revenue for general 
city operating costs at $13,343.95 

Court fines for traffic violations 
during the fiscal year are estimated 
at $1,700, to be credited to the 
street improvement fund.

State Revenue Shows 
Increase From 8 Sources 


A gleam of optimism has per- 
vaded the state government’s 
financial outlook as returns from 
eight major state taxes were com- 
pared with 1934 returns covering 
similar periods. All 1935 returns 
showed substantial increases. 

Largest gains were made in the 
bank and _ business corporation 
franchise tax, based upon net in- 
come, which totaled $3,267,000 for 


the first seven months of this 
year. The increase was 29 per 
cent more than for the corres- 


ponding months of 1934. 

“It is the largest increase since 
the prosperous years before 1929,” 
said Franchise Tax Commissioner 
Charles J. McColgan. “A slight 
increase was recorded in 1934, but 
it does not compare with 1935.” 

Other increases included: 

Sales tax—$14,704,821 for the 
first quarter of 1935, a 20 per 
cent increase over the first half 
of 1934. 

Inheritance tax-—$4,945,034 for 
the last fiscal year, a 19 per cent 
gain. 

Ynsurance tax—$6,566,149 for 
the last fiscal year, a gain of 18 
per cent. 

Gasoline tax——$24,713,470 for 
the first seven months of 1935, a 
7 per cent jump. 

Truck tax——$566,505 for the 
first six months of 1935, a 14 per 
cent increase. 

Wine and beer tax—_$920,700 for 
the first half of 1935, an 11 per 
cent jump. 

Motor vehicle license plate tax

State Sales Tax 
Reaches Record Total 


California sales taxes for the 
second quarter of this year have 
reached a record total of $16,725,- 
000. This is $3,485,000 more than 
the total for the corresponding 
period in 1934 and marks an in- 
crease of 26.33 per cent accord- 
ing to the State Board of Equal- 
ization, under whose direction the 
tax is collected. 

“Not all of the increase is due,” 
the Board pointed out, “to added 
volume of trade, since a change 
in the law has required retailers 
to pay the tax on credit sales 
during the quarter in which the 
transactions occur instead of de- 


ferring payments of the tax until | 


collections are made from custo- 


per cent over the corresponding 
period in 1934, the sales tax for 
April, May and June will bring 
the total for the first half of the 
year to $31,429,000. 

“Tf there change in 
the law,” commented the Board, 
‘it would be reasonable to antici. 
pate that the tax for the year 
would have reached a total in ex- 
cess of $63,000,000, as experience 
has shown that holiday trade al- 
ways boosts the final quarter fi- 
gures substantially. 

“Exemption of foodstuffs from 
the tax will probably reduce the 
volume of business subject to the 
levy by at least one-quarter. This 
will only partially offset by 
the increased rate of three per 
cent which 
July 1. 

“Consequently, we believe that 
the yield from the tax during the 
second half of the year will 
approximately 10 per cent less 
than it would have without 
the change in the law and it does 
not seem reasonable to anticipate 
revenues for the remainder of 
year in excess of $28,000,000.

DISTRIBUTOR HINTS
